wheat supply, Dr. Riddell said 
“Within the memory of all of us, 


Europe was threatened with a wheat 
shortage and it was only because Aus- 


tralia. the Argentine, Canada and the | 


| United States produced large surpluses 
that serious famine was avoided.” 

Overseas countries remain the bul- 
wark wgainst European famine, he 
| declared, because Russia can not al- 
ways be depended on for a bumper 
crop. 

“There are enough forces at work 
in the wor'd today encourag ng dis- 
criminatoin without the League being 
asked to lend a hand,” Dr. Riddell 
|; warmly concluded. “The League of 
Nations is an organ of peace.
